March 1.7, — That raciiiK has i 
firmly taken root here ivas dcinonstrat<*<l this aft- 
rnoon. when in spite of jidverse weatlier for this 
l(M-ality ami an onlinar.v c.ard, an excellent crowd 
turned out .at Oaklawn. The evenly bal.an<'ed i»ro- 
Ki'uin contributed t<»wards j;ood sisirt and the racing 
was iinniensely enjo.ved. The talent again fared 
well, most <»f their clioic»*s being successful. Tliey 
l#egan by selecting l.obelia, whi«-h ra<*er had a ' 
larrow escape fnuii defeat and onl.v managed to ' 
verhaul Wat in the last stride. The latter, witli ' 
i bit iK'tter riding, would have scored, 

(’apt Ren. which in his previous start was. sound- 
ly lieaten, showed his usual si*eed this aftermM)ii 
ind led for tlie entire wa.v in the second race. 
He was tlie )>ublic choice. 

Prepaid had the call for the third and won. but 
her victor.v was fluk.v, as Vaichel Worth wjis best 
ind but for Murph.v being cauglit napping when 
the barrier w'as released, would probably liave won. ' 
Relle Terre was given <-onfident supp<»rt for this 
ra<e, but her fractious aicting at the iK»st causeal 
her to l)e left. 

The steadily improving Far Away again made 
good and this time in a fashion that left no room 
for doubt that he is developing into ji good ra<*er. 
He showed the most spee«l in the fiii.al drive and 
•utata.ved Souv« nir. The batter was the first fa- 
vorite to fail during the afternor>n.

DECIDE TO DECLARE A FAT DIVIDEND. 

New* Orleans, La.. March 1.7. — Thi* direct<*^rs of 
the Rusiness .Men’s Racing As.sociation have de- 
cided to declare a twenty per cent dividend on 
all of its outstanding stock for March 24, The 
surplus in tlie treasur.v will remain until March 30, 
when the stockholders will decide what to do with 
it. One faction favors buying tlu* French opera 
house, while another desires to erect an auditorium. 

Joseph A. Murphy, presiding judge and general 
inunager of the Rusiness Men’s Racing Association, 
sailed today on tin* steamer (’oiiius for New Y'ork. 
Refore departing jmlge Murphy renewed his offer 
to organize ami start on its wa.v an annual live 
stock and agricutural fair for the city of New 
Orleans in Novenilier m*xt. He said: “I do not 

know what tlie stockholders of the association will 
decide to do with the sundus. but if tliey decide 
to give an annual fair. I will offer 1113' services 
without compensation and, after it is under wa.v, 
turn it over to local and state people to operate. 
M.v idea would l>e to form a separate organiza- 
tion with 100 directors, so that those. avIio, for 
liersonal or other reasons, should not care to be- 
eonie actively identified with ra<*ing, might at the 
same time lieeiune lUrectors of tlie fair. None 
would lie so thin-skinned as to refuse the nione.v 
made from racing to finance the fair.” 

PREMIUMS FOR BREEDING BUREAU FOALS. 

New York. Manh 15. — At a recent nieeting of the 
breeding bureau of the .Tocke3* ('lub it was deiided 
that the premiums for breeding bureau foals should 
Ih* continued through 1917. Provision has alread>’ 
lM*en made for the offering of the prizes this 3’ear. 
This premium is lM*st explained b.v the following 
notice that is printed on the reverse side <»f the 
entry blanks for tlie foals: 

"The breeding bureau of the Jocke.v_ (’lub will 
offer u special futurit.v jirize of $4(M); $2.">0 to first, 
$100 to second and $.7<J to third, for the best 3ear- 
lings us shown at tlie New Y'ork Stale Fair. Syra- 
cuse, N. Y'., in 1917. This siiecial premium to be 
open to any of the best of breeding bureau stallions 
which comi>eted in 1916 for any of the si>ecial 
prises as offered by the breeding bureau of the 
Jockey Club and were awarded first, second or 
third prize.”

This is ah overage won per race of a frac- 
tion over $477. In the same space of time James Rowe, who trained nothing in 1911 ami 1912, sent the 
winners of 77 races to the post for a total of $218,062 and an average per race won of slightly more than 
.$2,839. T. J. Healey is next to Bedwell in races won, liuvlng :U7 to his credit, with $259,052 won for an 
average per race of a few cents over $817, Sam C. Hildreth is third with 2.75 raees worth $2.86,476 and an 
average of a bit more than $1,123. His totals includes 1910, in which year Novelty and other stars gav<* 
him a fat year on his own personal account.

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Had His Triumphs Afterwards and Became a 
Mighty Sire When Done with Racing — 
Domino His Best Son. 



From forty-two entries in 187.7 to thirty-four in 
1876 and fort.v-one in 1877, the nominations to the 
Kentucky Dt*rby jumped to fifty-six in 1878. 

That year saw in Hiiiiyar the first of the mlds- 
on Kentucky Derb.v favorites. This great horse, 
breil, reared and ra<*eil by Major B. G. Thomas, had 
been well-nigli invincible in Kentucky and tlie 
west as a two-year-old. in the racing of 1877, 
During the winter and earl3* spring be trained well 
and, so confident was liis owm*r, that he is said 
to have told Eilgar M. Johnson, who acted as 
starter that year, that it made no difference if 
Hiinyar was liehind his opponents ami no matter 
his place of iwisition, that if he was straight to 
let them go. Major 'rhonias, however, had not 
reckoned on the speed and stamina of the chestnut 
colt Da.v Star, which had previously won the 
Phoenix Hotel Stakes at I^exington, and. the latter 
getting off far in advance of the favorite, made a 
hare and hound race of it and enrolleil liimself as 
the fourth winner of the Blue Ribtion event of the 
Kentuck.v turf. 

Da.v Star belonged to the BourlKin Coiint3' turf- 
man T. J. Nichol.'<, who hud owned Vagrant as u 
tM'o-.vear-old and. just previous to his Kentiick3’ 
Derb.v win of 1.876, and it was some of the funds 
he iveeived from the winnings and sale of that 
gelding that made it possible for him to bu.v Da.v 
Star as a yearling from John M. Clay, son of the 
(Ireat Commoner, he paying $825 for the chestnut 
cult at that age. Day Star was trained and fitted 
for his Derb.v engagement b.v the veteran trainer 
Lee I’aul, who afterwards developed the miglit.v 
Hindoo. It is related that even after he had won 
the l)erh3', he was to Ih* seen at his stabh* the next 
morning cooking his breakfast of bacon and come 
pone just as if lie was one of the piKirest trainers 
on the track. This fact recentl.v recalled to trainer 
W. It. Scull.v the vast changes on the race tracks 
in re<-ent .vears. Says this horseman: “In the old 

da.ViA jockeys as well as trainers lived and ate as 
well as slept at the stable. Now thc3' stop at 

the b«*st hotels and instead of bacon and corn bread 
at breakfast they ask for grape fniit and stewed 
rhubarb. Why, when I was training a stable of 
horses in Now Y’ork. one could get about a half- 
dozen bunches of tlie latter plant for a half dollar 
and then it took two dollars worth of sugar to 
cook it. Joi'kcys in those days carried their own 
equipments to weigh in and weigh out for a race. 
Now they have a valet, Avhile many of the men 
they ride for have no famil.v servant in their own 
homes. I can’t see that jmke.vs have improved in 
their riding corre.spondingly with their improved 
condition of living and, to lie candid, I don’t think 
the riding talent of toda.v Ls to be compared all 
around with the stars of the pigskin of long 
ago.” 

But to return to Day Star’s Derby victory. That 
.vear the Ixiuisville firm of J. R. Watts & Co. had 
the lK*tting privileges and it marked the first Ken- 
tucky apiiearance in the auction ihkiI stand of the 
silver-tongued ticket seller RolH*rt (^athcart. This 
was also the first year that Eugene Elnnl worked 
in the betting ring on a race track, the man who 
now has charge of the mutuol machines on all the 
Kentnck3' courses, as well as looking after the 
l>etting ring at the Jockey Club Juarez. In the 
auction iiools Hiniyar sold for $150 to $19 for Da.v 
Star: $15 each for Tj«‘veler and Burgundy; $10 for 
McHenry; $5 for Charley Bush, and $11 for Re- 
spond. Solicitor ami Beacoiisfield in the field. 
iH'veler rand third to Da.v Star and Him.var, while 
Solicitor ran fourth, the order in finishing of the 
others being McHenry, Resi>oiid, Burgundy, Bea- 
eonsfiehl and (’liarl(*.v Bush. 'riie distanei* still 
eontimied at one mile and a half and Da.v Star 
ran it in 2:37%4. the fastest l)erb3’ up to bis time. 

Day Star stiMul fifteen hands, two and a lialf 
inches Iiigh. He had a star and light stripe in 
the face, white legs in front and a little white 
also on his left hind jiastern. He was later on, 
at that nieeting, defeated by Leveler in the (Mark 
Stakes, Solicitor, which ran four in the Derby, 
runniiig a dead heat with him for second place, 
Leveh*r also won the St. Leger Stakes that j’ear 
and niiglit have don well in the stud, had he lived 
to lieeome a sire. 

Though defeated, Him.var was the greatest horse 
that starteil in the Derby of 1878, After an honor- 
able career on tlie turf he went to the stud and 
took high rank as a sire, one of his sons lieing 
the miglit.v Domino, the largest inone.v-winning 
horse on the American turf, his earnings totaling 
$193,550 in stakes and purses. 

Day Star was by the noted race horse Star Davis 
and his dam Squeezem, by Lexington, came from 
the great Magnolia family. I>*veler also belonged 
to this famil.v. he lieing by Lever — Sly Boots, b3’ 
Rivoli. Himyar was by Alarm — Hira, by Lexing- 
ton. 

Two great eastern three -year-olds raced in 1878 
in Duke of Magenta and Bramble, but neither was 
engageil in the Kentneky Derby, Bramble came 
west that fall and captured the Ijouisville Stallion 
Stakes, but it is questionable if either he. or Duke 
of Magenta even, could have b«*aten in the Derb.v, 
Da.v Star and Him.var. 

Tills Derby was the richest up to that time, be- 
ing worth $4,050 net to the winner. All the owners 
of Derb.v starters that 3'ear are now dead, the 
latest to pass away being L, P. Tarlton, who died 
last month at Frankfort. Ky.. and in Avhose colors 
Solicitor ran in the Derby of 1878. Tlu*re are some 
veterans of the track still alive who witnessed this 
race, these embracing (leorge Cadwallader and John 
Loud of Cincinnati and J. T. W’alsh of Ij<*xington. 
all of whiun think Da.v Star. Him.var or Leveler 
woiihl stand a chance in the <*oming fort3'-secend re- 
newal «f this race. The meeting at which the 

Kentuck.v Derb.v of 1878 was run was of six da3'’s 
duration. The big race that season was decided 
on Tuesda.v, May 22. 

There will be far more people to see the race de- 
cided this .vear. and in value the 1916 race will, 
with its $10. (XK) in added inone.v, make the value 
of Day Star’s Derby look cheap. Still, for that 

time, it was a great race and its great prestige 
remains. Every year now manager M. J. Winn, 
president Charles F. Grainger and secretary” H. C. 
Applegate b<*nd every energy to make it a greater 
race than the event the season previous and the 

brilliant array of entries in the rich stake this 

year shows how well their efforts have been re- 
warded. 

Day Star, though he defeated Him.var in the Ken- 
tuck.v Derby, has left no impress to be compared 
to that given the breeiling world by Major B. G. 
Tlioinas’ great horse. Had then* been no Hiinyar, 
there would have lH*en no Domino, Commando or 
Disguise, and the turf, as a n*sult, w’ould have 
never known such great racing stars as Colin, Celt, 
Peter Pun. Iron Mask, Maskette, Court Dress, Ul- 
tiimis and many others of great fame. Major 
Thomas alwn.vs said when the horse was racing, 
that he would make a celebrated sire when placed 
in the stud. He gave as a reason for his opinion 
that Hiinyar was in type a model, a generous raw 
horse and jam* in iH*digree. Y’ears have now 
passed and gone since Himyar carried the sol-

STAKE PROGRAM OF JAMAICA MEETINGS. 



New Features and a General Advance in Values 
of Events to Close April 5. 



New York. Manh 15. — Racing secretary Walter 
C, Edwards of the Metropolitan .lo<*key (’lul) has 
made known tiie stakes that will be offered at the 
Jamaica course for its two spring m<*etings. The 
racing season in New’ York is to iM’gin at the .la- 
muicu <*ourse Slay IS witii a six day’s meeting, 
and the sport will return there June 15 for eight 
days. With the meeting split up in this fashion 
there will be five stakes decid(‘d at the first meet- 
ing. while seven have been scheduled for the sec- 
ond. 

All through the list there is shown an increase in 
the money that will be offered, and a new fixture 
has b«‘en added to the list. This has been christ- 
ened the Stuyvesant Handicap and it is a three- 
ijuarters dash for three-year-olds with $1..5(K) in 
added money. It would not be at all surprising to 
find it one of the richest of the stakes offered. 

The Excelsior Handicap retains its position at 
the head of the races for three -year -olds and over. 
Last year it had a guaranteed value of $2,500, 
w’hile this year it will be w'ortli $3,<KMJ. As formerly 
it is over the mile ami a sixteenth distance. 

Both the Kings rounty and the Ix»ng Beach Han- 
dicaps are revived, but each has an added value 
of $ 2,000 instead of tlio $ 1,.“.00 added tliat was 
hung up last year. Tlie Kings ('ounty is a mile 
and a sixte<*nth, wliile tlu' Long Beach is a mile 
and an eighth. Last year, with the $1,500 added, 
the Kings County was worth $2,575 Avitii only thna* 
starters, while the Long Bea<h w.as worth ,$2,700. 
They will l)oth lie worth much in exi*ess of tins 
at the coining meeting, for in addition to the in- 
<*rease in tlio added money, it is a sure tiling there 
will b** a greater niiinlKT of starters. 

The Paiimonok Handicap, always a popular race 
with tlie sprinters, shows an increase of .$500 over 
' I vear, when it lia<l a guaranteed value of 
$2.5(K). 

The other two stakes for the older division are 
the tianlen (*ity and the Newtown. Inith selling 
stakes. They have also l»ccii increased $500, now 
b<Miig $1..5(K) dashes instead of $l,(MtO, 

The Southamiiton Handi<*a)i for three-year-olds, 
at a mile and a sixteenth, witli $1..5(K) added, is 
revived, and the Stuyvesant, already mentioned, 
has Ih*cii added to the list. 

There an* four stakes for the two-ye;ir-olds, 
ami each one is a revival of fixtures of last year. 
The Youthful has been raised from $2,0(MI to $2.5«M), 
the Rosedale, for fillies, n'liiains at $2,000, wdiile 
the two selling stakes, the (;n*cnflelJ and the Suf- 
folk, have cacli tx'en raised from .$ 1,000 to $1,.500. 

Secretary Edwanls has so arranged his stake 
program that the Eexelsior, for so long the open- 
ing feature of tlie meeting at Jamaica, will not 
Ik* run until the s-eojid meeting. Tliis has been 
done w’itli a view of affording horsemen a longer 
time and better ojiiiortunity to have tli<*ir horses 
ready for tli<* race. Tlie other r.iees that will be 
decided at the second meeting an* the Long Beach 
ami Southampton hrindii-aps, the Newtown Stakes 
and till* Youthful. Rosedale and (JrecnficM in the 
two year-old division. This leaves the following to 
is* decided at tlie first meeting: Pauinonuk. Kings 

County and Stuyvesant hamlicap.s, (iarden (’ity ami 
tlie Suffolk Stakes. 

All of these stakes are to Ik* closed April 5. 
COFFROTH’S LATEST ANNOUNCEMENT. 

At San Diego. March lo. James W. Coffroth 
issued tile following statement (onceruiiig Tijuana 
pros|K*cts: 

“We will open tlie Tijuana track the week of 
April 10. I know of nothing tliat gives ni<* more 

pleasure tlyin to make this statement, as 1 know 
it will bring joy to liundreds of horsemen now 
located here and ready to <-ome as soon as tliis 
unnoniieenient is made. T!ie contract was given 
yesterd.iy to M. 1). (ioouliody. The track will be 
tliorouglily protected liy a diki*. 

“Work will Ik* rusiied all along the line. The 
fourteen ilays that tlie I.K)W<*r Cjilifornia Jockey 
Cliii) operated the track in Tijuana proved to us 
tliat w<- will have su]>]K»rt from all over tlie ••oun- 
try. I know of tie* coming of the finest liorses on 
the Atuericaii aim Canadian turf. B<*sides tliat. we 
have proveil that we wen- sim-ere in our desire to 
give tlieiii <-leaii sport of a liigli type. 

“Tlie «‘lul» will give a series of liigii-< l.iss stakes 
and liandic.-ips. the first of wliii-ii will 1 m* run on 
op.*uiiig day and will Ik* named the ‘A. B. Spreik- 
els Resumption Handicap' in lioiior of tiiis in.-tn 
wiio lias ilom* so nnicli for the breeding of the 
tlmroiigldired. At tiiis time I wisli to tliaiik all 
for tlieir kind imliilgen<*e during tlie last month or 
so, as well as tlie splendiil supiiort given us by 
San Diegans.” 

LAST DAYS AT JUAREZ QUITE SQUALLY 

So tense was tin* situation at El Paso that, 
the day before tlie <-alling off of tlie Juarez meet- 
iiig, the attendaiu'e at the track is said not to 
liave exceeded 200 persons, im-luding principally 
owners, trainers and newspaper men. 

It is understo<Ml tliat tin* decision to close the 
Juarez meeting, six days alicad of tin* scliedulc. 
was arrived at following a <*onfen*iiee lM*tween 
manager Winn and general (iabriel C.iviera. com- 
mandant of the Juarez garrison. The Mexican 
officer, wliile cxprcissing a desire to have the meet- 
ing coiitiiiiied, toM manager Winn tliat. in view 
of the threatening situation, lie could no longer 
guarantee the safety of Americans at the race 
track.’ The task of transferring tlie tlioroughbreds 
to the American si<le of the liorder whs com- 
pleted without friction. Ow’iiig to tin* large num 
I'cr to be brought over, tin* customs aiitliorities 
W'aived tlie usual proi*edure and tlie unimals weye 
permitted to re-enter the United States at El Paj»o 
without delay. 



QUITE INTERESTING TO NEW ORLEANS. 

Maiiag-ement of Recent Meeting at Fair Grounds 
Aroused by Reports of “Melon Cutting.” 

New’ Orleans. La.. March 15.— Branding as un- 
true st.atcments to tlie effect that a princely 
“melon.*’ said to lie $ 100 , 000 . was to be divided 
among tlu* directors and stockholders of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Racing Association, secretary Sam J. 
Hart, of the racing ussociatiuu. states that it is 
not known what the profits on the race meeting 
are. and that an accurate statement will not be 
obtainable until the auditors have gone over the 
biHiks of tlie organization tliorouglily. 

“I read accounts in afternoon newspapers,” said 
secretary Hart, “and could hardly bi*lieve tliat such 
erroneoms statements could find their w’ay into 
print. Most of tlie statements, it appears to me, 
are maliciously untrue, and some effort should be 
made to learn the source of the false reports w’hich 
have been published. 

“As a matter of fact, the sum which our asso- 
ciation has in the bank awaiting the decision of the 
stockholders as to whetlier a dividend shall bi* de- 
clared is notliing like $100,000. This figure is as 
ridii’ulous as it is stupendous. 

“Tlien the statement tliat judge Murpliy has re- 
ceived $ 11 . (KK) in addition to his salary, is abso- 
lutely untrue, as tlie amount of money Mr. Murpliy 
is to get aside from liis salary can only be fixed 
after our auditors complete their accounting and 
our attorneys render a financial re|>ort. Mr. Mur- 
phy is to receive ten per cent, of the net profits, 
but why anyone has so prematurely announced tliat 
this iH-rcentagc will amount to $11,000 is more 
than 1 can see. 

“Practically every other amount nientioni*<l in the 
afternoon paper stories as being various directors’ 
shares of the profits on the meeting is stretched b<*- 
yond all hope of cognition. Such misstatements 
can only lead to dissension if they are believed, 
and I. as secretary of the association and ns one 
person who should be closely in touch with all its 
business, wisli to hereby deny that anything like 
a $1(H).(KH» ‘melon’ is to be cut.” 

Many other dire<-tors of the association have hast- 
ened to contradict the statements iirinted, W. L. 
MiltenlK*rger being among the first to deny em- 
phatically having received any amount of money 
from tlie assoi-iation. Said Mr. Milteiiberger: “I 
was notified tliat a certain sum of money had been 
set aside for me, but I dei-lined lo accept it on the 
grounds tliat I do not ft*el tliat I have earned any 
remuneration. In taking this stand 1 do not mean 
to reflect any discredit on tliose of our directors 
w lio h.ive agreed to accept tlie sums of money voted 
to tliem, for I fell tliat they have earned it and 
even more. Stress of business matters makes it im- 
possible for me to give as mu<*li time to the associa- 
tion’s affairs as I w’ould like to, and because I 
have not done very much tow’ard the cause in the 
past, and will not b<* able to do much more in the 
future, I have residved not only to refuse any 
recompense, but also to resign as a director.” 

I*resident I. B. Rennyson stated that he felt all 
of the officers of the racing association are deserv- 
ing of any remuneration given them, for everyone 
woiked hard to make both the 1915 and 1916 race 
meetings successful, but that he liad decided not to 
accept any pay from tlie association. Like Mr. 
Milteiiberger, ITesident Rennyson believes that 
others deserve what they received. 

According to Secretary Hart some of tlie directors 
liave been offered $2,400 as remuneration for their 
time and energ.v si>ent in the revival of racing and 
in the operation of the two successful race meet- 
ings. Some have agreed to accept it; otliers have 
del-lined. 

Secretary Hart and Vice-President John Dillon 
also have been notified that they have $2,400 com- 
ing to tliem. Steward Thomas ('. Campbi*ll and 

I’resident Rennyson liave been put down for $3.S00 
each. Mr. ('ampiiell, as jiress manager of both 
meetings, w’as under an enormous expense tlirough- 
oiit both seasons, while Mr. Rennyson gave up con- 
sideralile time from his business. It w’as deemed 
no more than riglit that the.v should not be asked 
to lose w’liat they had expended in behalf of the 
revival of racing. 

It luis lM*i*n a sort of uiiw’ritteii law’ that every 
om* <*oiinectcd witli tlie work of bringing the 
tlioronghbri*ils liack to New Orleans was doing so 
witli the understaiKling tliat no salaries w’ould be 
paid till* directors and tliat only in the event of 
tile association making money could any one of the 
directors hope for reinmieratioii. The racing asso- 
ciation has made money. The sjiort proved so suc- 
cessful tliat it was imi>ossible to keep the profits 
down. The wiml-up of the 1916 meeting found a 
considerable sum representative of the profits on 
tw’o meetings, and iiaturallj’ tlie question arose as 
to the disp sition of this money. 

It is the opinion of many of the stockholders 
and directors that the original idea of the estab- 
lishment of a state fair should be adhereil to, and 
that the surplus should be exfiended in starting 
this enterprise. Just how tlie iiioueyij will be dis- 
rrihuleil will be tlireshed out at a general meet- 
ing of stix-kholders, which will be called by Presi- 
dent Ktiinysoti. 

When apprised of the tiling of the suit against 
the .-issociathui by Miss Jean (lordon, Secretary 
Hart said that the association has nothing to fear 
and that he is contident his organization can i»rove 
a receiver is not iu*<‘«icd, 

Joseph A. Murpliy, manager of the Business Men’s 
Racing Asso«*iation, lias issued the following state- 
ment: 

“In tlie pulilicity given to tlie alleged ‘melon 
cutting’ of tlie Business .Men’s Racing Association, 
the impression is given that 1 am the recipient of 
some special i-oinpensation. I wish to i*orrect tills 
impression, ('orporatioiis are reipiired to pay their 
servants for servi<*es n*ndered under agreement or 
contract. I am not a din*<*tor or sto<*kliolder of tlie 
Business Men’s Racing Association. 1 came to New’ 
Orleans on tlie invitation of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association after it w’as organiz(*d, ami not 
as a promoter of liorse racing in Ijouisiami. Judg- 
ing horse racing ami managing fairs and race meet- 
ings is my profession. I was asked for my terms, 
submitted them, ami on their acceptance 1 w’as 
sigm*<l to a five year’s contract. I am the ser- 
vant of t!ie Business Men’s Racing Association, pro- 
tected by contract to manage its racing so that it 
will be a credit to tin* state and city. On niy part 
and tlie i»art of tlie Business Men’s Racing Asso- 
ciation tlie contract to date has Iieen keiit invio- 
late to its minutest details. Tiiere lias tieen no 
cliange, nor will there Ik* in the original agree- 
ment. If by competent .iiianageinent I have made 
the meetings a sporting and financial hu<*<*css tliat 
only sustains tlie judgment of the association in 
employing in**. 

“Wo iiavi* sufficient money to finance an annual 
livestock ami agricultural fair. 1 have repeatedly 
oft'erod. tiirougli tlie public press, to promote and 
organize smli an institution w’itiiout compeiisation. 
It’s purpose are germane to those of the Business 
Men’s Racing Association. M 3 ’ offer still holds 
kmal.”

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The German official statement at Berlin yesterday 
reads: Near Neuve Chapelle we blew’ np an ad- 

vanced British defense iiosition, with the occuparits. 
British artillery directed a heavy’ fire on Li*ns. 
French artiller.v is active opiiosite our new’ posi- 
tions near Ville Aux Bois and opposite various 
sectors of the (Mianipagne. On the left bank of the 
Meuse (Verdun front) Silesian troops, w’ith a strong 
swinging onslaught, pushed forward their lines in 
the region west of Corbeaux w’ood. on the heights 
of I^e Mort Homme. Tw’enty-five officers and more 
than 1,000 unwounded men w’ere captured. A 
counter attack, four times repeated, gave the 
French no success whatsoever. They’ suffered con- 
siderable losses. On the right banks of the Meuse 
and on the eastern slopes of the hills, artillery on 
lK)tli sides kept up a bitter duel w’ithout interrup- 
tion. In the Vosges the French undertook numerous 
small attacks with reconnoitering parties, which 
W’ere repulsed. North of Bapaume. Lieut. Leffers 
sliot down his fourth enemy aeroplane, a Britisli 
biplane. Botli near Vimy. nortlieast of Arras, and 
in tlie neigliborhooil of Sivry. on the Meu.se north - 
w’est of Verdun, French aeroplanes W’cre brought 
down.” 

l-'rom London a dispatch sa.vs; Allied aviators 
have raided Essen, home of the Kriijip gun works, 
according to dispatclies from Amsterdam. Other 
air .squadrons have attack(*<l Municli, capital of 
Bavaria, and the city of tlladhach. the dispatches 
said. Tlie allii*<l aviators destroyed six sheds at 
Ess<*n, the .Vuislerdiim Tclegraf ri'iiorted. Tlu* 
news has not lK*en confirmed by tlie war office, but 
arousi*d great enthusiasm iierc. {$inc(? the begin- 
ning of tlu* war aeronautic experts have lK*en 
urging a great alliisl aerial raid 011 the Knipp 
works at L'sscn. wliicli lies about 179 miles north 
of the French lines at Verdun. The Germans are 
know’n to have taken great precautions to guard 
against air raids, botli on Essen and on Gladhaeh. 
aixnit thirty miles soutliwest of Essen, where 
German machine guns and munitions are mami- 
factureii in large quantities. If reports of the 
raid tm Munich are coafirnied, the raiding flyers 
have made one of the longest bomb-dropiiing ex- 
lM‘ditions of the war. Munich lies nearly 250 miles 
east of the French lines in upper Alsace. 

Officials of the ('oru Products Refining company 
expressed an opinion yesterday that oi>eratious 
w’oiild be resumed tomorrow at their Argo plant, 
where ‘250 employes of the starch department went 
on strike for higher w’ages Monda.v and tied up tlie 
entire factor.v. Tw’o hundred and fift.v guards, con- 
sisting of deputy sheriffs from ('liicago, patndled 
tlie proi>ert.v and prevented anyone from entering 
yesterday. Outside the strikers <*ongregated and 
refused to allow’ tliose inside to leave. Su|ierintend- 
ent F. L. Jeffries declared the situation was ai ute. 
but expressed the belief that matters miglit lie ad- 
justed bji’ tomorrow’. No official instructions Imvc 
yet been received from tlie New York offices, lie 
declared. Just what settlement would lie made 
was not stated. The fact that the strikers are not 
organizeil and tliat most of them do not speak 
English makes it difficult to arbitrate with tliem, 
he said.

place themselves in co-operation witli the military 
authorities of tlie United States, to tlie end tliat 
tlie pursuit of tliese bandits may result in the best 
possible terniiiiatioii. (Signed) Al’.aro Obrcgoii, 
Minister of War and Navy. 

While leading a elmrge l»y fifty aniied men in 
atteiiijit to stooriii tile st'ikade surrouiidiiig tiie 
plant of tli<» (’oru Pr<Mlu<’ts Refining eouipany, at 
Argo. yesJti*rday a striker was shot tlirougli tlie 
h‘g liy one of the guards. Tlie dash aeross a 
small fiehl toward the stoekade eaiiie at the elo.^x* 
of a hoiiihardiiieiit witli imll<*ts hy strikers in- 
tri'iiched tieiiind the railing of a luidge iwar the 
plant. The wonndisl man is (jeorge* Nadiiiaims. 
a Greek. While the liattU* still raged alnuit tlie 
stoekaile. Leo. J. Wiiiiceki of Uhiiago; Ix.*wis 
Me(Jovern of FreeiKirt, and Harry .M. Powell of 
Peoria. iiiemlK'rs of the stat'* Ixiurd of arliitration. 
conferred with leaders of the strikers In an at- 
tempt to induce them to settle the i*<aitroversy by 
arbitration. The strikers refused their offer. 

At Paris yesterday tlie war office made the fol- 
lowing statement: To tin* west of tlie River Meuse 

tlie enemy made no further endeavor to advance 
last night. Along our front lx*tween Bethincourt 
and Uumi<*res, counter attacks at the bayonet and 
with hand grenades made it possible for us to re- 
occupy’ a portion of the trendies captured yest(*r- 
day liy the enemy in tlie direction of hill No. 265. 
We now ludd Bethincourt, the height of Mort 
Homme, the southern iKunidary’ of tlie wood of 
('uinieres, and tlie village of (’umieres. The boni- 
iiardment has continued with intensity in all tiiis 
seitor, and tlie fire of the enemy lias been 
answered witli energy liy our artillery. There has 
been nothing of iniportanee to reiwirt from tlie right 
hank of the Meuse nor in the Wix?vre district, 
wliere the artillery exehauges have been inter- 
mittent. 

Tlie senate yesterday approved unanimously the 
joint resolution adopt(*<l by the liouse Tuesday to 
bring tin* inoliih* ariiiy up to its full strength, 
wiiidi would add nlKUit 20.(KM> men to tlie jiresent 
establishment. Tlie resolution now goes to the 
president for liis approval. roll <jill on tlu* reso- 
lution was ordered on request of Senator (iallinger, 
wlio oxpl’iineil that lie aski*d it for tlu* purpo.se of 
“ilemonstrating that tliere is no division in tlu* 
senate over measures to provide for protection of 
the eountr.v.” Tliere was not a dissenting vote on 
the roll call. 

The Turkish government has decided, in view’ of 
the danger of the Rus.*-.iun advance, to concentrate 
all the available forces of tlu* empire against Rus- 
sia. aeeonliiig to senii-offi< ial advii es i'e<*elved in 
.Vtliens from (’oust.intinople. sa.vs a Havas eorre- 
spoiul»*nt. A majorit.v of the troops in Thrace, 011 
tlie Smyrna coast, on tin* coast of tlie Sea of 
Marmora in Asia Minor, the eorresiKuulent adds, 
will be sent to .Vsia Minor. Tlie Egypt ion and 
Meso|Hitamiaii exiK*ditions are saiil to have lM*en 
abandoned. 

An .\tliens dispatch to tlu* Exeliange Telegraph 
Uoinpauy of London sa.vs it is reixirted tliat Ismail 
Hakki, president of tlie eoniniereial adiniiiistrution. 
has lieen appointed Turkisli minister of war. 
Rumorx have recentl.v lieeii in circulation tliat 
Enver Pasha, Turkisli minister of war. the military 
lender w lio was said to Ik* tlu* deciding force in 
the entry of Turkey into the Euro|>ean war on the 
side of the central empires, has been assassinated. 
The rumors, liow’ever, have been contradicted.

in the paddock. 

Racing dates in w’hat is know’n as the metro 
politan area of Victoria — that is. the .Melhourm 
district — were reduc<*d by the former state gov 
ernnient. hut the missing dates have bt'en restored 
by the present aitthoritios. 

Among the English racing people imprisoned i 
Germany is one of the Arnull family, a name that 
has had a long connection w’ith the Derby.
